CONGRESS 
MUST 
DO 
SOME­ 
THING VERY QUICK. 


One Hundred Million Dollars Worth of 
Gold Four percent Securities Will 
Be Issued Inside of Forty Fight 
Hours Unless Congress Does Some­ 
thing. 


W a sh in g to n, Jan. 30— Assistant Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Curtis want to 
New York this morning and said that 
Secretary Carlisle would £0 b's after­ 
noon. 
If congress does not act in 
forty-eight hours one hundred million 
dollars in gold four per cent bonds will 
be 
issued. 
The 
currency 
ques­ 
tion was much talked of yesterday. 
In the course of the discussion Rep­ 
resentative W alker (rep., Mass.) op­ 
posed the proposition of a fifty year 
year term for the bonds, and gave 
notice th a t he would offer an am end­ 
m ent for a shorter term . 
O ther repub­ 
licans stood w ith him on this objection, 
and ah o gave it as th eir views th a t 
greenbacks should not be retired u n ­ 
less the circulation was kept to its 
present volume by replacing the re­ 
tired greenbacks w ith national bank 
notes. 
The com m ittee adopted an am end­ 
m ent, w hich w as practically a com­ 
prom ise betw een tw o proposed by 
R epresentatives Brosius and Haugen, 
striking out th e words “ fifty years 
a fte r date” and m aking th e bonds 
“ payable a t the pleasure of the United 
States after ten years from the date of 
issue.” The proposal to shorten the 
bond term m et w ith nearly unanim ous 
approval. 
Two other am endm ents to the bill 
w ere adopted. 
The first, proposed by 
H augen (rep., Wis.) reduces the tax 
upon th e circulation from I per cent 
per annum to one fourth of I per cent, 
payable sem i-annually. 
The second, 
proposed 
by 
W alker 
(rep., Mass.) 
strikes out the fifth section of the bill 
—th a t requiring im port duties to be 
paid in gold. 
The vote upon it was 6 
yeas, 4 nays. 
W hen th e com m ittee adjourned two 
am endm ents w ere pending to be acted 
upon to-day. 
One, offered by Mr. 
Russell (rep.) stipulates th a t the retire­ 
m ent and cancellation of legal tenders 
for each m onth shall not be greater 
th an 
the increase 
in 
am ount of 
national bank notes under the opera­ 
tion 
of the plan. 
Representative 
W alker stands sponsor for the other 
pending am endm ent, which is to re­ 
quire one half of the reserve funds of 
th e banks 
to 
be 
held 
in 
gold 
coin 
or 
gold 
certificates, 
the 
oth er h alf in silver coin or silver 
certificates. 
Ten per cent of the re­ 
serve is to be held rn this stipulated 
form Ju ly I, 1895; 20 per cent a t the 
end of three m onths; th e change be­ 
ing made a t the rate of IO per cent a 
quarter until completed. 
The discus­ 
sion upon this am endm ent hinged on 
the point w hether forcing th e banks 
to secure gold for deposits would not 
cause a g reater dem and 
upon the 
treasury for gold th an the raids which 
are now in progress. 
Chairm an Springer says th e commit­ 
tee w ill be able to report the am ended 
bill to the house to-day. 
This is not 
certain, but the bill is a privileged one 
and can be called up a t any time. How 
far th e am endm ents w ill placate the 
opposition rem ains to be seen, b u t it is 
conceded the chances of th e m easure 
are much b etter in the house th an in 
th e senate. 
Its opponents are largely 
depending upon the free silver senators 
to talk it to death as they may be able 
to do in a body which has no rule by 
which it can fix a day for a xote.

Mr. M anderson (rep., Neb.) presented 
a resolution directing the com m ittee 
on finance to prepare a message hav­ 
ing the follow ing essential features: 
(I) The secretary of th e treasury to 
retain a reserve fund of $200,000,00C 
gold and $200,000,000 silver. 
(2) An is­ 
sue of bonds payable in eith er gold or 
silver, a t the option of the holder, for 
the m aintenance of reserve. 
(3) Out­ 
standing legal tender notes to be re­ 
deemed in gold or silver, a t the option 
of the holder, and not reissued. 
(4) 
For 
the 
next 
five 
years 
gold 
to 
be 
exchangeable 
for 
silver 
and silver exchangeable 
for gold. 
(5) national banks to be authorized to 
hie the foregoing bonds as a basis for 
issuing notes and the tax on notes to 
be removed. 
(0) Im port duties from 
coiiutries having the gold standard to 
be payable in gold; and from countries 
having the silver standard to be pay­ 
able in either gold or silver a t the 
option of the im porter. 
(?) Authorize 
the coinage of silver and gold at a 
ratio of IO to I, to the capacity of the 
mints. 
Mr. Manderson asked the immediate

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 30.—At the m orn­ 
ing m eeting of the senate finance com­ 
m ittee yesterday the various proposi­ 
tions em bodied in the Jones, Vest, 
M cPherson, Sm ith and Sherm an bills 
were gone over. 
No disposition was 
shown to accept the recom m endations 
of th e President and there was but 
slight reference to his message. 
The 
proceedings of the afternoon session 
were 
based 
upon 
a 
bill 
which 
had 
been 
prepared 
by 
Senator 
Voorhees. 
The bill 
provided 
sim ­ 
ply for the issuance of short tim e 
certificates which were to be used for 
the purpose of m aking good th e re­ 
serve and of m eeting the revenue de­ 
ficiency, but w hen th e afternoon ses­ 
sion opened he had added a clause, 
providing for the free coinage of sil­ 
ver. 
There was a m otion to strike out 
the silver provision, w hich was lost on 
a tie vote of 5 to 5, all th e republican 
members and Senator M cPherson (dem.) 
voting for the motion and all the dem ­ 
ocrats opposing it. 
A vote w as then 
taken on th e proposition as a whole 
and it was lost by a vote of 7 to 3. 
Senators Vest and W hite as w ell as 
M cPherson voting w ith the republic­ 
ans. 
T here was also a tie vote on a 
motion by Senator A ldrich to substi­ 
tu te the Springer bill for the V oorhees 
bill. 
The com m ittee adjourned w ithout 
agreeing upon any definite tim e of 
m eeting, and some of th e republican 
mem bers said afterw ard th a t they saw 
no reason for any more m eetings as it 
had been made evident it would be im ­ 
possible to accomplish an y th in g in the 
com mittee.

W a sh in g t o n, Jan. 3i).—The m eat 
shippers of the w est have cause for 
gratification at the way in which the 
bill to repeal the discrim in ating duty 
on sugar was pushed through the 
house yesterday. 
The m easure was 
passed by the overw helm ing vote of 
239 to 31, most of the republicans 
voting w ith the dem ocrats. 
During 
the debate Mr. Dingley (rep., Maine) 
criticised a statem ent of Mr. Wilson 
th a t the revenues were increasing and 
a surplus was in sight. 
He made a 
lengthy argum ent to refute th e posi­ 
tion taken by Mr. Wilson Saturday re­ 
garding the revenues. 
Mr. Reed (rep., Maine), who closed 
the general debate for his side, de­ 
clared the pending bill was trifling, 
because no one expected it to become 
an act. 
Mr. W ilson answ ered the criticism s 
of Mr. 
Dingley and reiterated his 
statem ent as to the revenues of the 
country. 
In conclusion he expressed 
the hope th a t this bill would pass both 
houses of congress and become a law. 
Mr. H itt (rep., IU.) offered an am end­ 
m ent to repeal the one eighth of a cent 
differential on refined sugar. 
The 
am endm ent w as lost (85-105) by a strict 
party vote. 
Mr. H enderson (rep., Iowa) a t this 
point got the floor and taunted the 
Louisianans for th eir efforts to secure 
protection for them selves w hile advo­ 
cating free trade for the rest of the 
country, and called upon them to take 
up the shield th a t w as broad enough 
to protect the whole country. 
Mr. 
Henderson said he would vote to strike 
out the one ten th discrim ination be­ 
cause it was a blow at the trust. 
The 
bill was then passed, 239 to 31.

T hirty five relatives are 
refting in the Em erald Grove cem etery 
and Mr. Cum m ings was the only liv­ 
ing representative of his own and his 
fath er's fam ilies. 
He was born Nov. 
27, 1808, inChester, V erm ont and died 
Jan. 24, 1895. 
He was one of te a 
children, six brothers and four sisters,

G, 
1833, 
to Suey Safford, who died soon after 
th eir m arriage and he was again m ar­ 
ried May 4, 1843, to Sarah P. Chap­ 
lin ,N e w b u ry , Verm ont, who lived w ith 
him nearly fifty years. 
Tw o children 
were born to them , a daughter H attie, 
and son, Eber, and they also adopted a 
daughter, Addle all of whom are dead. 
He cam e to Wisconsin in 1894 and set­ 
tled on governm ent land,a mile and a 
half north 
of Em erald Grove. 
In 
1880 he sold m ost of his property at 
th a t place and w ent to Miller, S. D., 
w here he invested in wild land, speed­ 
ing his sum m ers there and his w inters 
a t his old home in Em erald Grcve. He 
was a m em ber of the F irst Congrega­ 
tional church and held th e office of 
trustee for tw enty fi^e years.

NEW RULES NEEDED 
TO RUN THE TOWN. 


SPECIAL MEETING OF COUNCIL 
TOMORROW EVENING. 


THE TOWN TALK OF A DAY 


Aldermen Will Be Called Upon to Con­ 
sider 
Measures 
For 
Charter 
Changes to Secure Financial Releif, 
—The Creation of New Wards and 
Several Other Propositions. 


The common council will talk over 
some meaty questions at the special 
meeting which Mayor Thorough good 
will call for tomorrow night. 
The 
question of the city finance has been 
brought forward as requiring prompt 
attention, it being generally admitted 
that some relief must be had. 
There 
are also other questions which the 
mayor deems of importance enough to 
demand "serious consideration. 
The 
establishing of ward boundaries, or 
rather the creation of new wards is 
one 
proposition that many people 
are agitating. 
The last gerrymander 
of the wards was made for political 
purposes, and the First and Second 
wards were robbed of territory which, 
if no new wards are created, should 
be restored. 
The matter must now 
be fixed up on a non-partisan basis, 
requiring a three-fourths vote of the 
common council. 
This being the case, 
the question should be carefully con­ 
sidered and perfected before 
it is 
finally disposed of. 


P la n F o r th e W ork , 
It is proposed that the mayor ap­ 
point a committee of five aldermen 
and five citizens to whom the charter 
changes shall be referred before they 
are finally adopted, and sent to Madi­ 
son to be presented to the legislature. 
Whatever is accomplished in this line 
must be through the uniform charter, 
or through a general law, as no spe­ 
cial legislation can he obtained. 
It is 
now intimated that the council will 
not adopt the uniform charter as a 
whole when that question comes up on 
February 25. 
The financial section, 
w ill be the only one that can possibly 
obtain the required number of votes 
to carry it through, it is said,and that 
only depends on the possibility of ob­ 
taining other financial relief. 
Mayor Thoroughgood was seen to­ 
day and expressed himself 
as being 
willing to aid any scheme to benefit 
the city’s condition, and said further 
that he would convens the council to­ 
morrow night in order to put the mat­ 
ter in proper shape. 
F u n d s 
N e e d R e g u la tin g . 
The fact that no special legislation 
affecting the city charter can be ob­ 
tained, makes it imperative for the 
people to agree upon some measure 
which will meet the approval of the 
legislature when presented 
as 
an 
amendment to the uniform charter, so 
that ail the relief desired may be ob­ 
tained. 
One other point in connection 
with city finances, which should be 
considered is in relation to the several 
separate 
funds. 
The city 
has at 
the present time a large surplus of 
money in some, while in others inhere 
is none. 
The money belonging to 
one fund can not be used for any 
other purpose but th* city can borrow 
and pay interests from banks or indi­ 
viduals, while its own surplus funds 
are earning nothing. 
It is suggested, 
that while expenditures should 
be 
limited for each department of the 
city government, there is no necessity 
of having any other than the general 
fund, and that amendment could be 
easily obtained permitting the city to 
accept interest on deposits. 


C o m m itte e Id e a a G ood O ne. 
However, the 
suggestion that a 
committee of five alderman and five 
citizens be appointed by the council to 
take these matters under consideration 
is considered a good one. 
Such a com­ 
mittee would be able to thoroughly 
digest the 
financial 
problem, 
the 
question of ward boundaries, or the 
creation 
of 
additional 
wards; 
the 
care 
of 
the 
city 
funds regarding interest and the bor­ 
rowing of money, as well as a num­ 
ber of other points which the increas­ 
ing growth of the city will call to 
their attention. 
The provision for 
the paving of streets in the present 
charter was formulated nearly half a 
century ago, and should be improved, 
The manner of doing street work 
should not be lost sight of, as this is 
the one regulation which receives the 
severest criticism. 
Whatever steps are to be taken 
should be taken at onee, as the time 
for presenting new business in the 
legislature is limited, and ample time 
should be given the committee to con­ 
sider carefully all these questions.

The new skirts are known as the threo 
piece and the five piece skirt, though some 
dressmakers call them the organ pipe and 
funnel skirt.

It is only 
by the most extreme pains that these 
skirts become successes, and whoever 
wishes to make one exactly right will do

THE THREE PIECE SKIRT. 
«well to profit by these directions. 
The 
threo piece skirt is quite as pretty as the 
fivo piece and is much easier for the ama­ 
teur to handle. 
The first move is to take 
tho material and spread it out and draft 
out tlr j length, always allowing an extra 
Inch for “ take up.” Then measure across 
tho top, so that tho doubled fold will reach 
two-thirds around tho waist. 
Hollow it 
out three-quarters of an inch in front and 
m ark in four darts, each 5 inches deep and 
I x/i inches across. These should cause tho 
front to fit smoothly over the hips. 
If 
they are not deep enough or too deep, ad­ 
ju st them. The sides slant 5 inches, so 
th a t the bottom of the front breadth is IO 
inches wider than the top. 
Tho two back breadths measure 114 
yards each, and the front one three-quar­ 
ters of a yard, or a yard at the bottom if 
preferred. The back pieces are cut on the 
full width of 54 inch goods, and the side 
joining the front is cut straight on the sel­ 
vage of tho goods and should be drafted 
so that the straight thread goes from one 
to tho other of the two X X ’s. 
The top of 
the skirt is curved 
inches, and they 
each measure 18 inches across the top. 
The back seam comes bias. 
The three 
seams are stitched up, pressed flat, and 
then the facing, which has been cut to ex­ 
actly fit the outside, is put on. 
First comes a deep facing, or full lining 
of silesea, with an interlining of horsehair 
or wigan. 
A bias band of indestructible 
velutina is then stitched upon both lin­ 
ings, so that when sewed to the dress to 
tu rn the velutina is outside. The facing is

into perfection. The darts may be left out 
of the front at the top and small gathers 
run in to fit it over the hip3. 
The back 
fullness may l)c gathered and left to fall 
in natural folds, or it may bo laid in the 
small box plaits which spread out widely 
toward tho bottom, or it may be laid un­ 
der in small, flat plaits, two on each side. 
The model shows a skirt of tho same 
length all around, but by allowing greater 
length around the back of the two back 
breadths It can be made a demitrain. The 
back breadths, which are to fall in round, 
flat or burnoose plaits, should be lined 
w ith wigan, or, better still, haircloth, and 
when the plaits are taken in at tho top 
they are fastened into their rounded shape 
by tapes. 
The three piece skirt is better 
adapted for street wear than the five piece, 
and when for that purpose the three 
breadths must be the exact measure all 
around. It is quite impossible for any one 
to make one of these skirts and have it ex­ 
actly right, and tho slightest imperfection 
shows glaringly, without a dress frame to 
try it on, or some one to help the maker, 
who is to wear it. The bias parts are also 
apt to sag. Some dressmakers put straight 
lining about IO inches wide down the 
sides and catstitch it down. Lining when 
c u t with the dress will sag with it. 
It is permissible to have a very little 
narrow trimming on these skirts, but al-
